For  weeks  before  the  holidays 
they  era  eom palled  to  arrange  and 
mark  goods  sometimes  until  12  o’clock 
lor  whiah  they  receive  no  rasnunara- 
Lies,  and  we  have  scores  of  instances 
of  girls  who  have  been  fined  full  a 
week’s  pa?  and  who  have  gone  borne 
pssinils—  ea  Saturday  night  Shop¬ 
keepers  do  net  engage  women  and 
children  tor  a  certain  number  of 
hours  per  day,  but  for  such  a  time  as 
the  firm  require*  them.  Thus,  a 
ahild  on  a  salary  of  $2  par  week  may 
be  obliged  to  work  far  sixteen  hours 
a  day  at  certain  season*  of  the  year, 
sad  h  forced  to  go  long  distance* 
through  questionable  localities  late  at 
night  . 

The  soeiaty  ha*  found  that  these 
women  and  children  work  not  only  ‘ 
under  unwholesome  sanitary  condi¬ 
tions,  but  ia  iadiffsreooe  to  the  con¬ 
siderations  of  decency.  The  society 
has  found  numbers  of  children  under 
age  employed  for  long  ho  on,  and  at  j 
work*  far  beyond  their  strength. 
They  must  continually  run  up  and 
down  four  and  five  Ll  *  flights  of 
stairs  bringing  down  stock  or  climb¬ 
ing  to  the  top  ef  shelves  to  hand 
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daughter  was  still  a  little  girl.  There 
Matilda  met  Mr.  Gresham,  to  whom  she 
was  married  when  she  waa  but  18  years 
of  age. 

The  giddy  whirl  of  Washington  soci¬ 
ety  wlfl  have  leas  attraction  for  Mrs.

Tbs  low  wage*  Mrs  often  Voduosd 
by  heavy  fines.  The  salaries  of  sales¬ 
woman  range  from  $3  to  $18  par 
week,  bat  the  latter  sum  is  only  paid 
in  rare  instance*  in  ebtfc  sted  sk&  de¬ 
partment*.  Tbs  ■alary  in  tbe  best 
nooses  rarely  exceed  $7,  and  a  forages 
$4  or  $4.50  par  week.  Ctefc  girl*  re- 
osivs  hem  $1  to  $i  50  par  week, 
though  tbs  society  has  bssn  able  to 
find  but  one  stare  where  $2.90  is 
paid.  At  one  store  all  saleswomen 
saraing  over  $7  a  week  are  fined 
thirty  cants  if  one  minute  late.  Cash 
girl*  who  earn  $1.75  per  week  are 
fined  ten  eenta  for  ten  minutes'  tardi¬ 
ness.
